Believers’ scct loft here teday by Swissair for Rome 
en route to South America.

The specially-chartered Swiss- 
air aircraft will take them to 
Rome. They will then travel to 
Genoa, They will board e ship 
at the Itallan port which will 
transport ,them to Santos, 
Brazil.

‘Old Believers’ have been re-
